This new edition, compiled after more than 15 years of study and observa- 
tion of the original guide, is based on a much wider background of experience. 

The text has been rearranged and rewritten and includes a new section on 
propaganda. 

600 new headings have been added, including up-to-date geographical 
names and current subjects, bringing the total number of subjects to over 2,000. 

The section “Subdivision for Local Material’’ has been greatly expanded 
and given new importance in a separate section. 

A complete new feature of the revised edition is the ‘Partial List of Or- 
ganizations, etc., That Issue Pamphlets’ which is indexed according to subjects. 

We think the author has made this new edition invaluable to any librarian 
who has, or who contemplates starting a pamphlet file.

This work is a revision of the earlier volume, THE PICTURE FILE published in 1935 by 
the same author, which went out-of-print soon after publication. Because of a continued call 
for copies the author has consented to rewrite this volume. Basically this new edition follows 
the same general plan for the development of a picture collection with the addition of several 
hundred more headings and the expansion of several subdivisions to include changes acquired 
by sixteen years experience working with picture files since the publication of the first edition. 

To provide a simple guide, from Sources to Uses, suitable for the average library is the pur- 

se of the author, It is intended chiefly for the beginner but may be used to help in the build- 
ing up and revision of existing collections. 
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The BuLietin oF BisiiocrapHy was established 
in 1897 as a medium for the publication of articles, 
bibliographies, reading lists, and other material helpful 
to libraries. “‘Births, Deaths and Magazine Notes’: a 
record of new and changed titles, and deaths in the peri- 
odical world is a regular feature.

HARRY CHARLES BAUER 
Librarian and Citizen 
by Lena L. Tucker 


Happy is the man who finds his vocation 
early. Probably such a thought never 
entered the mind of Harry Charles Bauer 
when as a high school senior he first applied 
for work at the St. Louis Public Library. At 
the moment, to him, it was a means of earn- 
ing some extra spending money. But years 
later, looking back on this period, he was to 
write: “‘It was a great delight to march out to 
the desk with an armload of books where an 
expectant reader would be eagerly waiting.” ! 
He had caught the library fever and, though 
he scarcely knew it, had chosen a lifetime 
profession. 

When ready for college he went first to the 
University of Missouri but later transferred

to Washington University, St. Louis, where 
he earned his M.S. in physics in 1929 and an 
election to Sigma Xi. In 1931 this was fol- 
lowed by graduation from the St. Louis 
Library School. The next few years were 
years of growth and expanding responsibili- 
ties at the St. Louis Public Library and the 
University of Missouri. 

It was evidence of the place in the library 
world which he had made for himself when, 
in 1934, he was asked to organize and ad- 
minister the technical library system for the 
newly established Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. There followed eight very busy 
years in building up a scientific library to 
meet the needs of all branches of the T.V.A. 
It was a task that exactly suited Mr. Bauer, 
affording scope for his training, experience 
and administrative ability. How well he suc- 
ceeded is attested by the statement of the 
Chief of the Government Research Staff, 
T.V.A., who in reviewing the work some 
years later wrote: “Harry Bauer made a 
remarkable record here at T.V.A. He or- 
ganized his Technical Library on a very 
efficient basis, with good balance among the 
numerous fields the library was called upon 
to serve. He organized an excellent library 
staff and gave it a concept of active service 
that is quite different from any I have en- 
countered elsewhere . . . I know that most 
people in T.V.A. would agree that this or- 
ganization owes a great debt to its library — 
and to Harry Bauer.” 

But Mr. Bauer is not just a worker. He is 
a friendly, social person. He served as mayor 
of the little model town of Norris, Tennessee, 
was manager of the T.V.A. Credit Union, and 
was for one year President of the Tennessee 
Credit Union League. He still found time to 
compile a comprehensive bibliography on 
T.V.A. and collaborated in the editing of the 
second edition of ‘Public Administration 
Libraries.” 
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It was into this pleasant but busy and ab- 
sorbing life that World War II broke. At 
once Mr. Bauer volunteered in the Army Air 
Corps and was immediately accepted with 
the commission of Captain. After training 
at the Officers Training School at Miami 
Beach, Florida, and later at the Combat 
Intelligence Officers School at Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania, he was assigned as a Squadron 
Intelligence Officer to the Middle East with 
the 98th Bombardment Group. 

Here his administrative ability was quickly 
recognized for he became Group Combat 
Intelligence Officer and Group Historian. As 
Intelligence Officer it was his duty to brief 
the crews before they started on bombing 
missions. Some years later in speaking of 
this work his commanding officer said: ‘‘The 
success of his work is attested by the marvel- 
ous combat record of the organization, one of 
the most outstanding in the Army Air 
Forces.’”’ A more personal mark of achieve- 
ment was his advancement to the rank of 
Major and the award of the Bronze Star, the 
Air Medal, and the Purple Heart. 

One of the few happy incidents of the war 
years to which he still looks back with 
pleasure was his assignment to accompany 
Cardinal (then Archbishop) Spellman on a 
flight from Benghazi, Libya, to Cairo. 

In 1945 Harry Bauer returned home after 
thirty-three strenuous months in the Middle 
East, Africa and Italy. In recognition of his 
service the Army commissioned him a Lt. 
Colonel in the Air Force Reserve. 


It is significant of his thought and spirit 
that in reviewing this period of his life he 
feels that he has been extremely fortunate in 
that he has had active participation in two of 
‘the important events of the century: the 
development of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority and World War II. 

On his return from abroad Mr. Bauer was 
urged to resume his work at the T.V.A. but 
the war years had broadened his mind and his 
experience. He wanted a wider field of ac- 
tion and of service. Before he received his 
discharge from the army there came a letter 
from Mr. C. W. Smith asking whether he 
would be interested in a position at the 
University of Washington Library. The 
idea of the West was appealing. It was 
known as a region of enthusiasm and progress 
with space for individual growth and initia- 
tive. So, late in 1945, Harry Bauer became 
Assistant Librarian at the University of 
Washington. He was quickly advanced to 
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the position of Associate Librarian and, upon 
retirement of Mr. Smith in 1947, he was 
appointed Director of Libraries. 

The years since 1947 have been filled to the 
brim with many activities. The West wel- 
comed Mr. Bauer’s breadth of vision and his 
initiative. He has carried on and expanded 
the development of the library always with 
the thought in mind that a library must be 
used, must be an integral part of the com- 
munity, not a thing apart. In an article on 
“Books at the University of Washington” he 
said: ‘‘No library can afford to stand still. 
Neither, in the new kind of world that faces 
us after two unsettling wars, can it afford to 
move ahead only at its earlier tempo.” ? 
With this as a credo he set about relating the 
library more closely to the student body, the 
faculty, and the city at large. The staff be- 
came publicity conscious. Articles in the 
University of Washington Daily, the news- 
papers and various library periodicals fol- 
lowed. Behind all this there was the con- 
stant effort to build up the collections, to 
find new and better ways of serving the 
faculty and students and, perhaps most of 
all, to build up a staff alert to all its oppor- 
tunities not as librarians alone but also as 
members of the university community. 


In April 1949, with his work well organized 
and running smoothly, the University sent 
Mr. Bauer as its official representative to the 
inauguration of James Rhyne Killian, Jr., as 
President of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. The ceremony was highlighted 
by a Mid-Century Convocation at which 
Winston Churchill was the honored guest and 
speaker. Upon his return to Seattle Mr. 
Bauer wrote a summary of his impressions 
which was published in the May 1949 issue 
of The University of Washington Record. In 
doing this he was following his usual custom 
for he believes firmly that one should always 
write a report on any signal personal event 
since that serves not only to organize his own 
thoughts and to record his impressions but 
may also serve to share happy experiences. 


The years have gone swiftly and in all of 
them Mr. Bauer has proved a leader. The 
list of his activities is a long one. He is a pro- 
fessor in the Library School, teaching courses 
in administration of libraries; has been chair- 
man of the Social Committee and, later, 
President of the Faculty Men’s Club; is a 
member of the board of the Pacific North- 
west Bibliographic Center which makes its 
headquarters at the library; a member of the 
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Advisory Committee of the Washington 
Alumnus and of the Advisory Council of the 
Students Cooperative Association. He has 
been president of the local chapter of Sigma 
Xi; has been chosen as faculty member and 
adviser of Phi Kappa Tau; and elected an 
honorary member of Oval Club, a campus 
activities and service honorary. 


Beyond the campus his administrative 
ability Has been widely recognized especially 
as it is well known that he does not consider 
an office as an honor only but also as an in- 
vitation and opportunity to work. Asa 
matter of course he belongs to many library 
associations and is active in all of them. The 
Special Libraries Association, in which he 
was president of the Puget Sound Chapter 
for 1946-47, has always been one of his deep- 
est interests. Outside this field he has been 
president of the local Kiwanis Club and 
Executive Secretary of Mayor Devin’s 
Citizens Committee on Comic Books. 


One would think that with so many other 
activities there would be little time for writ- 
ing but a bibliography of his contributions to 
library journals is impressive. ‘Seasoned to 
Taste” a serial column of spicy comment, has 
been running in the Wilson Library Bulletin 
for some years. Library Information, a 
monthly publication largely for the staff, has 
been appearing regularly for more than six 
years. Articles on many phases of library 
work have occupied his mind and pen. In 
some of these he emphasizes the public rela- 
tions of the library, a topic in which he is 
intensely interested. 


In 1953 after more than five years of 
strenuous work Mr. Bauer was feeling the 
need of change. With his friend Edgar S. 
Robinson of Vancouver, B. C., Public Li- 
brary, he went to England to browse among 
the books and libraries of the British Isles. 
It was coronation year but not even all the 
exciting pageantry of London could deflect 
him from his purpose to wander up and down 
the island and come to know something of the 
people and their books. Unlike the usual 
traveler he took no camera with him for, as 
he said, he did not wish to ‘“‘bring back any 
negative impressions” of our chief allied 
nation. It was a rewarding trip and after 
nearly four months’ vacation he returned 
with renewed inspiration to his work at the 
University of Washington Library. 


Mr. Bauer’s dark hair is slowly turning 
gray but there is nothing gray about his 
spirit. He moves quickly, decisively, and is 
vividly alive to all that goes on around him. 
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In response to his interest and enthusiasm 
the staff constantly strives for greater ori- 
ginality and perfection in its work. As evi- 
dence of the good comradeship which he 
inspires he still enjoys the scroll which he 
received from the administrative office when 
he applied for leave to go on his recent 
European trip. It was a formal document 
drawn up in extreme legal language with 
many ‘“‘whereases” commending him to any 
and all peoples and countries which he might 
visit, and the first signature was that of the 
president of the university. 

In spite of his many activities Mr. Bauer 
finds time for a full social life. Endowed with 
a keen sense of humor he is much in demand 
as a speaker. He is fond of good music and 
is an expert chess player. All in all he is 
both a librarian and an outstanding citizen.

Bowers, Frepson, ed. The Dramatic Works of 
Thomas Dekker. Vol. I. Sir Thomas More: Dek- 
ker’s Addition, The Shoemaker’s Holiday, Old For- 
tunatus, Patient Grissil, Satiromastix, Sir Thomas 
Wyatt. Edited by one of the foremost bibliographers 
of English literature, this scholarly old-spelling text 
of Dekker’s plays — the second volume is due this 
summer, and two others will follow later — has long 
been needed: it will replace the Pearson reprints of 
1873. The works are arranged in order of composi- 
tion: this and the canon are difficult because Dekker 
(1572?-1632) not only wrote anonymously but col- 
laborated widely with other Elizabethans. E. K. 
Chambers’s listing (Elizabethan Stage, I11, 289-305) 
has been adopted; doubtful works will be added to 
the final volume. Each of the six plays in Vol. I has 
a brief textual introduction, footnotes, explanatory 
notes, and other apparatus. Professor Bowers has 
collated all copies in England and America cited in 
Greg and the STC supplement. The result is a care- 
ful piece of scholarship, beautifully bound and 
printed, which may well be the definitive Dekker for 
a long time to come. we.

The importance of the Russian novel in English literary history can hardly be over-emphasized. Henry 
James referred to Turgenev as ‘‘le premier romancier de son temps;’”’ George Moore, who admired Tolstoy’s 
“solidity of specification,’ referred to Anna Karenina as the world’s greatest novel; Robert Louis Stevenson 
interpreted Dostoyevsky’s Crime and Punishment as a room, ‘‘a house of life,” into which a reader could enter, 
and be “‘tortured and purified;’’ Galsworthy sought “spiritual truth” in the writings of Turgenev and Tolstoy; 
and Arnold Bennett compiled a list of the twelve greatest novels in the world, a list on which every item came 
from the pen of a Russian author. Few students of modern literature, and certainly none of Victorian litera- 
ture, can afford to ignore Matthew Arnold’s dictum that nineteenth-century Russian writers indulged in no 
fine sentiment that was at once tiresome and false. Such a claim is best understood when related to Vic- 
torian discussions of the aesthetics of the novel; it certainly did not exist in isolation. A growing awareness 
of the potentialities of Russian fiction, according to John Middleton Murry, “ruined’’ the Victorian novel. 


The need for more scholarship on the history of the reception of the Russian novel in England from the be- 
ginnings to 1917 is a real one, for the materials are rich and the rewards impressive. The Reinterpretation of 
Victorian Literature, editorially sponsored by the Modern Language Association in 1950, records the pleas of 
three scholars for an evaluation of the effect that Russian literature has had on English authors and critics. 
But, to the best of my knowledge, no attempt has been made to compile a bibliography of the available ma- 
terials, both primary and secondary, which bear on the matter of Anglo-Russian literary relations. The em- 
phasis up to now has always been on one of two aspects: the Russian writer and his works, in terms of a news- 
paper and/or periodical reception, and the political relations between Russia and England crystallizing in a 
public attitude toward a particular writer. 

The Bibliography which follows is divided into seven parts. Part One deals with the historical back- 
ground; Part Two, translations of Russian novels; Part Three, critical articles important in the reception of 
the Russian novel (1821-1917); Part Four, books important in a similar sense; Part Five, secondary materials 
on the reception of the Russian novel; Part Six, reading tastes in Victorian England; and Part Seven, the 
reception of French Naturalism in Victorian England. Although selective (of necessity), the Bibliography, I 
believe, is the most comprehensive one available to scholars and librarians at this time. I would like to take 
this opportunity to express my appreciation of the unfailing courtesy and invaluable encouragement of a 


first-rate scholar in Victorian literature, Professor Karl Litzenberg of the University of Michigan.

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The prime objective is to present a bibliography of the works by and about Amos Bronson Alcott, one 
which will include all known works by Alcott, including separate works, collected works, and contributions to 
periodicals; works entirely about Alcott, including substantial, scholarly, or seemingly important works about 
the Alcott family; works on various subjects with chapters or significant sections devoted to Alcott; memoirs, 
letters, biographies, histories, and criticisms with substantial passim references to Alcott; articles in periodicals 
dealing with Alcott and his milieu. The intent is that the bibliography be useful to those interested in Alcott 
the philosopher, the educator, the writer; that it be of service to those evaluating Alcott’s contribution to the 
age in which he lived, his reputation in his generation and in ours, his position among his contemporaries. By 
the nature of the material involved, it may likewise be helpful to those interested in the intellectual milieu in 
which Alcott moved. 

We have tried to make the bibliography reliable, complete, consistent, and accurate — prime requisites 
of any bibliography. We feel reasonably certain that the bibliography is far more complete than any heretofore 
compiled on the subject, and that the research has brought to light items by and about Alcott not generally 
known. As for consistency, although we have attempted to maintain it rather rigidly, we have abandoned 
strict adherence to form when we believed that doing so would give a clearer exposition of the material. 

A bibliography must be easily comprehensible, and never unwieldy. To this end, we have not attempted 
to list each edition, nor have we noted reprints of works except in the case that the reprint is more readily 
available than the first printing. With respect to Alcott’s works, we have given the date of the first appearance 
in print. We have made brief annotations of some of the entries, especially the reviews, when the titles did not 
seem self-explanatory. With one exception, we have excluded from the bibliography all unprinted material 
(the Alcott manuscripts are available to scholars at the Concord Free Public Library, and the Clara Endicott 
Sears Collection at Fruitlands Museum contains a wealth of Alcott material). We have listed unsigned articles 
by Alcott and others when the material has been positively identified by authors whose works are listed herein 
without acknowledging the identification; we have, in all cases, examined the basis for identification, accepting 
the article if the authorship seemed indisputable, rejecting it if we were not convinced. 

We are indebted to a number of people whose work this is as well as our own; our task has been facilitated 
by the indexes, and by the selective bibliographies of the authors whose works we have listed; we have been 
aided immeasurably by the librarians (especially those at the Library of Congress) and by our colleagues.
